The Bank of England, the Bank of France and the Imperial 


Bank of Germany are all placing obstacles in the way of gold ship- 
ments to America. They have all raised their rates of exchange to 
.bnormally high figures, and all of them -have become active pur- 
ibasers of gold in the market. These drastic efforts to restrain the 
flow of g-old to the United States are taken because Europe has at 
ast become in reality a debtor of this country. 


While the balance of trade for fifty years has been almost con- 


tinuously in favor of the United States, it was until recent years 
more than counteracted by the payment of debts and accrued in- 
:erest, We were constant borrowers, and hitherto Europe has been 
n a position to pay us off in our own paper, Now the situation i» 
reversed. In 1893 we were tremendously in debt to the European 
money centers, there was a deficit in the 'Federal treasury and tho 
N'ational revenues were insufficient to pay the running expenses 
of the government. 


In-every particular the situation is reversed today. Within ths 


next few months Europe will have to pay the United States several 
hundred millions for cotton, foodstuffs and other products. W« are 


a position to demand the cash because Europe is no longer a 


creditor able to dictate terms of settlement. The Federal treasury 
contains a surplus of over $250,000,000 and the National revenues 
far exceed the expenses ,of the government. The per capita circula- 
tion has increased fifty per cent, or nearly $11 per head, and every 
branch of production is in a healthy state. 


But more than that, this country has amassed an enormous 


stored capital during the last decade. The banking capital of the 
United States is nearly equal to that of all the other nations. A few 
days ago the chairman of the House Committee on Banking and 
Currency stated that the banking strength of the United States was 
$16,500,000,000, while the banking strength of all other countries 
aggregated only $21,500,000,000. Thus the mobile financial power 
of this country is nearly equal to that of all the rest of the world. 
And it is increasing every day. 


If this country had a central financial authority such as Eng- 


land, France and Germany have, it could dictate the law of finance 
to all the nations. But the existing stringency, which in the nature 
of things is transitory, byeing due to ephimeral causes, has dem- 
onstrated that our system is imperfect and easily deranged. Against 
the banking strength of $21,500,000;000 credited to all other coun- 
tries there is an issue of $4,000,000 , credit 
currenc)'—a volume 


that can be expanded or contracted as occasion demands. But 
against the American banking strength of $16,500,000,000 there is 
no credit currency to be expanded and contracted as occasion de- 
mands. Hence, the necessity for issuing clearing- house certificates 
to relax stringency and furnish a temporary expansion to facilitate 
adjustment and liquidation. 
But the revelation of the defects of 


our currency system serve to emphasize the vast financial power of 
tbl American people and the tremendous reserve strength of the 
banks. If people more generally realized this potent fact the finan- 
cial flurry would dissipate like dtw betore the morning sun.
